_ The president's action—including the 
precedent—setting brevity of-the re- 
ply and the promptness with which it 
was delivered—drew expressions of ap- 
proval during the day everywhere in 
Washington, at the capitol, among offi- 
cials and throughout theeallied diplo- 
| Siimlar responses from 
other nations at war with Germany ure 
expected to follow quickly. 


Senators Approve Wilson’s Course. 

In the senate, Senator Lodge, of 
Massachusetts, republican floor leader 
and ranking minority member of the 
foreign relations committee, voiced the 
feelings of congress on the subject in 


-@ prepared speech, heartily approving 


the president’s course as both wise and 
right. The United States, the senator 
said, can talk peace only to a Germany 
beaten and deprived of power further 
to harm a wronged world. He was 
of

like expressions. On the house side, 
Representative Fess, of Ohio, chairman 
of the republican congressional com- 
niittee, spoke in approval, declaring that 
the quick reply might “jar upon diplo- 
matic ears, but is justified as a rebuke 
to the double-dealing of our enemy.”

Troop Train and a St. Louis

Bodies of between fifteen and twen-

The injured were placed aboard a re- 
lief train from Springfield and rushed 
to hospitals here. 

A wrecking crew arrived on the scene 
about midnight and it was thought that 
the bodies could be reached early in 
the morning.

All bodies recov- 
ered were brought to Springfield where 
they will be prepared for shipment to 
their respective homes.

The names of the 
killed and injured were not available 
late tonight, a strict censorship being 
placec on all information as to the 
wreck by the army officers on board 
the train.

ticles which the senator characterized | 
as pro-German propaganda. 

Howe's book, “Why War?” and a re- | 
cent article by Howe in Harper's Mag- | 
azine, the republican senator declared, 
were contrary to American ideals and 
at direct variance with the principles 
enunciated in President Wilson's Balti- 
more speech. . 

The book, Senator Lodge pointed out,:- 
was among those barred from soldiers’ 
libraries by Secretary Baker’s order| 
along with others by George Sylvester 
Vieneck, Hugo Muntserberg and Emma 
Goldman. 


“I understand it treats the war as 
directed to a settlement of certain eco- 
nomic questions,” said the republican 
senator. “The idea that we should be 
sending our youth to France to be 
killed to get some trade advantage 
somewhere! If the congress and the 
president had done it on grounds like 
that, it would have been a crime. And 
to put out such stuff as that seems in- 
tolerable, and it is only ome of the 
books that have been wisely excluded.” 
* Reading from Howe's magazine ar- 
ticle, passages which appeared to con- 
tend for Germany’s rights in the east, 
particularly along the Bagdad railroad, 
the senator exclaimed: 

“Are we in this war to see that Ger- 
many can build herself up in the east 
by the Bagdad railroad, and that she 
is protected in her trade rights in the 
Mediterranean? We are in this war 
to prevent her from ever again having!

‘Permit Already Granted 


and Contract Awarded for 
Structure Which Will Les- 
sen the Terminal Station 
Congestion. 


Late Saturday afternoon a permit 
was granted the United States railroad 
administration by the city of Atlanta 
for the construction of a $150,000 fed- 
eral express warehouse at Mitchell and 
Elliott streets. On the same 
day the railroad administration award-, 
ed a contract to the H. J. Carr company 
for the erection of the building. 

The warehouse, it is stated, is to 
be built on property now owned by the 
Atlanta Joint Terminal company, the 
Southern railway and the A., B. & A. 
railroad. The land*is now occupied 
by coal yards and switching tracks and 
as soon as it is cleared work will be- 
gin on the express building. 

In discussing plans for the proposed 
structure, E. S. Lewis, vice president 
of the construction company, stated 
last night that the building will be ap- 
proximately 450 feet long and 80 feet 
wide. The foundation and basement 
will be of cement. Wood and brick 
will be the materials used for the main 
building. The section facing Mitchell | 
street will be two stories, the balance 
one story. 

While no definite time has been set 
for the completion of the building, it is 
hoped that one section of it, at least, 
will be ready for occupancy in time for 
the Christmas rush. This will depend, 
to some extent, on weather conditions 
and the labor situation. As in the case 
of all other government contracts, the 
federal employment agency will, of 
course, co-éperate with the contractors 
in securing workers. 

At the present time the express mat- 
ter is being handled along with mail 
in the basement of the Terminal sta- 
tion. For a number of years the space 
has been entirely inadequate, however, 
and the tremendous increase in the vol- 
ume of express shipments during the 
past few months has made larger quar- 
ters a vital necessity. In rush sea- 
sons it is said that it is now necessary 
to stack much of the incoming express 
practically in the open, the line often 


St. Quentin While French 
Are Gaining in Struggle 
for St. Gobain Forest. 


New York, September 17.—(By Ass0- 
ciated Press.

GERMAN FORCES 
STRENGTHEN LINE 
BEFORE AMERICANS 


American Army on the_ Lorraine 
Front, September 17.—(By the Associ- 
ated Press.)—American artillery, in- 
fantry and aviators made emphatic re- 
plies today to the German challenge 
all along the newly-established line. 
The enemy bombarded certain points 
with vigor and threw over quantities 
of gas, largely of the mustard variety, 
while aeroplanes endeavored to force 
their way through the aerial defenses, 
but evidence was wholly lacking that 
the Germans contemplate gf attempt 
to regain the territory they have lost. 


to adhere to the policy which resulted 
in the relinquishment of a large sec- 
tion without a bitter struggle. 
Reports brought in by aviators as 
well as information obtained from 
prisoners and verified by patrols show 


the Germans are strengthening their 


trenches along the Hindenburg line, 
but there ia nothing to show they are 
roincerssee their lines to a degree that 
might indicate a strong counter move- 
ment. 

Patrols sent out by the Americans 
have been successful not only in recon- 
naissance, but in bringing in prisoners. 
Many of the prisoners were stragglers, 
but among them were the crews of sev- 
eral lost or isolated machine guns. In 
some cases they had been taken from 
countering patrols. 


Much German Activity. 


There was much German activity to- 
day on the extreme right of the line 
where the enemy vigorously shelled 
and gassed the woods north of Pont-a- 
Mousson and in the vicinity of Narroy,. 
Machine gun action north of Beney was 
spirited while the German artillery 
was active from Haumont to the Mon- 
plaisir farm. To the east of the Mo- 
selle there has been some skirmishing, 
but it was ef little consequence. The 
allied outposts are gradually pushing 
towards that region. 

The comparative ease with which the 
Germans were driven from the positions 
they had held for more than three years 
is believed in some quarters to have 
been a result of under-estimating the 
ability of the Americans. It is consid- 
ered possible they may have expected 
General Pershing’s roops, carried 
away by enthusiasm, to overstep the 
limits o pruseare by advancing into a 
region where they might have been 
forced to sacrifice large numbers of 
men or toretire. It has been specifical- 
ly stated, however, that the operation 
was one for limited objectives only.

From our pres- 
ent front north of Thiaucourt we are 
distant little more than five miles from 
the battlefield of Mars-la-Tour, where 
Basaine threw away one of the great 
chances of military history and lost, 
not merely Metz and his army, but also 
Alsace-Lorraine. As a result of St. 
Mihiel, it is not too much to say that 
the determination has been aroused in 
all Americans, soldiers and civilians 
alike, to make one part of America’s 
work in this war the return of Metz, 
and with it Alsace-Lorraine, to France. 
The work is not to be undertaken lighr- 
ly. We are bound now, as we look at 
a campaign just beginning, to recog- 
nize how great are the obstacles in 
our pathway, but the very greatness of 
these obstacles adds to the splendor of 
the achievement, toward which we have 
taken the first step. 

No Direct Attack on Mets. 

A direct attack upon Mets is un<« 
thinkable, not merely because of the 
forts, which are far more modern and 
infinitely stronger than those of Ver- 
dun, but because of the lines of de- 
fense, which the Germans have newly 
constructed upon the circle of hills 
surrounding the old French city since 
the war began. We must recognize 
that Metz is the foundation of the Ger- 
man -defense, not merely of the ol@ 
frontier, but of all the country between 
the Rhine and the Belgian and French 
frontiers. If Metz should fall a perma- 
nent stay of the German armies west 
of the Belgian frontier would be itm- 


possible, a defense of Alsace-Lorraine 
could not long be maintained and the 
Germans would have at no distant date 
to retire to the line of the Rhine, the 
Lauter and the Saar, at the very least. 

More than this, Metz defends all that 

reat iron district from Longwy in 

rance, on the Luxemburg frontier, 
southward to the point where the pres- 
ent front crosses the Moselle near Nor- 
roy. To lose this iron district would be 


to lose the main source of indispensa- 


ble war material. It would be tanta- 
mount to the loss of the war itself. 
When Bismarck took Metz he obeyed 
the urgings of the elder Moltke and 
the military men. He took it because 
they advised him that in German hands 
Metz was the key to France. No claim 
of German population, of German tra- 
dition, could be advanced for Metz. It 
was as French in its population as 
Tours or Orleans. But with the devel- 
opment of the iron industry in Lorraine 
Metz became not only the key to 
France, but the bulwark to Germany. 


Pincer Method to Be Used. 


As a military preblem it is well to 
dismiss the idea that the takin of 
Metz can be by direct assault. ére 
have been too many operations like 
the Somme and Flanders last year to 
make such an operation tempting now. 
Metz will have to be taken by the new 
familiar method of the pincers. Unques- 
tionably we shall see next year—we 
may see the beginning this year—a 
double thrust from Verdun straight out 
toward the Moselle east of Briey an@ 
below Metz and another thrust north- 
eastward from the front beyond Nancy 
into the gap between Mets and Strass- 
burg, Which was the scene of the 
French offensive of August, 1914, which 
ended so disastrously at Morhange. 
These two thrusts will together envel- 
op Metz, as the St. Mihiel salient was 
enveloped the other day, and compe! 
the Germans to choose between evac- 
uating the whole Metz position or 
risking an army in a besieged fortress, 
as Bagaine risked his army and the 
French cause in 1870. 

It is a proper calculation henceforth 
to count on the ultimate capture of 
Metz by Pershing, probably materially 
aided by French troops, but it ts an 
incorrect calculation to measure the 
task by the smallness of the distance 
which now separates us from the forts 
of Metz. The Germans got within four 
miles of the citadel of Verdun, but ft 
took them more than five months to 
make the advance, which did not 
amount to seven miles at the extreme 
point of penetration. Their failure was 


an admirable illustration of the folly } 


of wal gee to hack one’s way into an 
enemy stronghold, and Foch has shown 
in his operations this year his contempt 
for such tactics. 


Long and Slow. Campaign. 


We are thep likely to see a long and 
slow campaign for Metz. We are bound 
to see the main thrusts delivered, not 
at the forts and the immediate circle 
of defenses which now face our troops, 
but north and south of these defenses, 
a thrust designed to envelop Metz, not 
take it Dy storm, and the envelopment 
will inevitably force the- Germans to 
evacuate the town, when their garrison 
is threatened with immediate encircle- 
ment. Pershing is now on the point 
of carryin the war into Germany. 
Metz is his first obstacle, and Metz 
may well be a matter of months, not 

ays. But, as Grant said: We shall 

“fight it out on that line if it takes 

all summer.”

With the American Army in Lorrainé, 
September i7.—(By the Associated 
Press.)—The devotion of a French 
woman to-her country was recorded 
last week at on of the American head- 
quarters to which @ woman whose name 
cannot be mentioned had made her way 
through shell fire and over a region 
filled with gas and traps to bring to 
the allies informataion regarding the 
Germans. 

With her mother and younger broth- 
er the young woman, who is not yet 
20, had lived at Seulevre farm since 
the dayedit fell into the hands of the 
Germans four years ago. Four other 
brothers are tn the French army. The 
mother and daughter were forced to 
remain within the German lines and 
witness the day by day conversion of 
their property into a German clubhouse, 
During those four years the two wom- 
en endeavored to placate rather than 
to antagonize their captora,. 

From German officers who frequent- 
ed the farm the young woman learned 
information which she recognized to be 
of the utmost importance. When she 
heard the barrage Thurs@ay morning 
she determined to run the risk of cross- 
ing the nearly three miles separating 
her from the allied lines. 

Telling her’ mother and the others 
that she had work to do in the garden, 
the young woman left the house. She 
slipped away, toward the American 
lines, although every road was swept 
by allied and German gunfire. After 
many difficulties and narrow escaves 
the young woman reached the Ameri- 
can lines and told her story. 

In return for the information she 
brought she asked that every effort be 
made to rescue her mother and brother. 
The Germans attempted to maintain 
their position at Soulevre farm, but 
the Americans overcame them in des- 
perate fighting. The mother and broth- 
er were brought to American headquuar- 
ters today uninjured and tHere was a 
joyful reunion.

London, September  17.—Sixty-six 
erman airplanes" were accounted for 
by the British along their lines yester- 
ay.

Describing the operations in the bat- 
tle zone, an official statement tonight 
says: 

“There was great aerial activity all 
along the British front on Septemer 
16, and our machines were busily en- 
gaged in every department of their 
work. Photographic reconnaissances, 
both of forward and distant areas, were 
carried out with great completeness, in 
spite of strong opposition, and the 
number of aerial photographs taken ex- 
ceeds any recorded total for one day. 

“Observation of our artillery fire was 
successfully performed, both by air- 
planes and balloons. Much damage was 
reported in hostile battery positions, 
and many fires and explosions were 
caused. 

“Nearly 24 tons of bombs = were 
dropped by day and 15 tons on the 
following night, on airdromes used by 
the enemy’s night flying airplanes and 
on rail heads aad dumps. 

“The fighting was intense all along 
the front throughout the day, combats 
taking place a considerable distance 
east of the lines. Forty-five hostile 
machines were brought down by our 
airmen. these seven were brought 
down in one fight by one of our squad- 
rons. Twenty other German machines 
weredriven down by our anti-aircraft 
guns. One hostile ball‘oon was de- 
stroyed. z 
“Sixteen of our machines are miss- 
ing.”’

Washington, September 17.—Income 


‘tax provision of the new revenue law, 


affecting both individuals and corpora- 
tions and designed to raise $2,376,000,000 
of the measure’s eight billion dollar 
toll, were approved today by the house. 
No changes were made in the rates pro- 
posed by the ways and means commit- 
tee, and with consideration of the in- 
come tax sections virtually concluded 
the house tomorrow will take up the 
war excess profits provisions, estimated 
to yield $3,200,000,000. 

Two important modifications in the 


income tax sections were made by the 


house at the request of the ways and 
means committee. One provides that 
income used by corporations in buying 
Liberty bonds of future issue shall be 
subject to the reduced income tax rate 
of 12 per cent instead of the normal 18 
per cent. Another permits corporations 
and individuals, in calculating their in- 
come, to deduct all interest paid or ac- 
crued. A provision limiting such de- 
ductions*to the excess of interest re- 
ceived free, as on Liberty bonds, were 
eliminated. 
State and City Bonds Taxed. 

During the day’s debate, in which 
Majority eLader Kitchin took steps to 
expedite the bill’s disposal, expressing 
hope for its passage not later than next 
Saturday, many amendments not ap- 
proved by the ways and means commit- 
tee were rejected. At the outset the 
house defeated, 132 to 61, the amend- 


ment by Representative Montague, of}: 


Virginia, democrat, to exempt future 
issues of state, county and municipal 
funds from federal income taxation. 
Telegrams of protest against this sec- 
tion of the bill sent by many mayors 
and other local officials to representa- 
tives arrived after the house had acted. 

Efforts to extend to corporations and 
partnerships the 15 per cent allowance 
given individuals for contributions to 
charity also were defeated after lively 
discussion. Representative Robbins, of 


Pennsylvania, republican, and several

gaged in war welfare work. Repre- 
sentative Hull, of Tennessee, democrat, 
and Representative Stafford, of Wiscon- 
sin, republican, led the fight against the 
corporate and partnership allowances, 
dcelaring war charities are an indi- 
vidual and not a corporate obligation 
and that a premtum or rebate should not 
be provided for such donations which 
might cause diversion of corporate 
funds and goss of revenue to the gov- 
ernment. 
Corporation Income Tax. 

In approving the corporation income 
tax sections, Representative Long- 
worth, of Ohio, republican, said that 
the 18 per cent tax proposed—three 
times the present rates—is less than 
the 30 per cent British tax. The 6 per 
cent reduction given for distribution of 
profits, Mr. Longworth said, is not a 
penalty for failure to distribute, but an 
incentive to declare dividends and turn 
funds into hands of individuals where 
the income surtax rates will secure rev- 
enue for the government. The 6 per 
cent rate, he said, was regarded by the 
committee, as “reasonable encourage- 
ment” to, and the 18 per cent maximum 
rate not a hardship, on corporations. 

Representative McKeown, of Okla- 
homa, democrat, offered, but the house 
promptly rejected, an amendment to 
have the lower rate apply to fiinds 
held and “actually needed” by a cor- 
poration.

The story was told at police station 
Tuesday by Will Wynne, an aged ne- 
gro, who has been ailing for some time.

“work or fight law.” 

Then along comes the “divine healer 
of all human ills,” so says Will, who 
lives at 110 Mary street, and being a 
Good Samaritan, stops to find out 
what’s the matter with the sick man, 
and to offer his aid.

cure, and never came. Then the negro 
investigated, found some of his friends 
were also waiting, and on their advice 
he trekked to police station, where he 
told the police the story.

EDITOR CHAPIN ADMITS 
HE KILLED HIS WIFE 


Intended to Commit Suicide. 
Driven to the Deed by 
Debts. 


New York, September - 17.—Charles 
E. Chapin, city editof of The New York 
Evening World, famous for the skill 
with which he directed his reporters in 
the solution of murder mysteries, told 
in @ police station'today the story of 
how he killed his own wife. Chapin 
shot her in their apartment yesterday, 
in the Hote] Cumbériand, and eurren- 
dered himself to the police today after 
failing to carry out plans to end his 
own life. Smoking a cigar and con- 
tinually pressing his hands to his head, 
he said he had been driven to the deed 
through desperation caused by the de- 
mands of his creditors. 

Approach of a policeman, the editor 
declared, prevented his suicide in Pros- 
pect park, Brooklyn, where he went 
after shooting his wife. 

Chapin asserted that he committed 
the murder immediately upon arising 
yesterday morning. While his wife 
slept, he said, he tried first to shoot 
her with a magazine revolver, but it 
failed to discharge. He then brought 
out a police pistol and fired the fatal 
shot. He said he read newspaper ac- 
counts of his wife’s death this morning 
and then gave himself up. 

Chapin asserted that he intended to 
commit suicide four years ago, but put 
it off, hoping he would be able to meet 
his obligations. Having lost an inheri- 
tance in speculation, he said, he had 
borrowed money from friends who were 
constantly pressing him for payment. 
District Attorney Swann, who later 
talked with Chapin, said he believed 
the editor was mentally deranged. 
Chapin, who wrote to a business as- 
sociate yesterday hinting at suicide 
and declaring that his wife had been 
“such a good pal taht I cannot leave her 


alone in the world,” walked into an 
uptown police station early this morn- 


ing. 

Dnata: arraigned on a police affi- 
davit charging suspicion of homicide, 
pleaded not guilty and waived exami- 
nation. 

Chapin was taken tonight to the 
Toombs prison. The case may be pre- 
sented to the grand jury tomorrow. 
Accordnig to Assistant District At- 
torney McGee, Chapin told him that 
not only had he intended to commit sul- 
cide in Washington four years ago, but 
that he had intended to kill his wife 
there, had bought a plot in a cemetery 
and had selected a monument to be 
placed over their graves. 

Mr. McGee stated that Chapin also 
said he had gone to Maine last June 
to commit suicide, but had decided it 
was unfair to leave behind him his 
wife, who was married to him in Mil- 
waukee. 

Mr. McGee said Chapin confessed 
oc wn A shooting his wife here at 7 
o’clock yesterday morning. According 
to Chapin, she lived for half an hour, 
but never regained consciousness. A 
few minutes after her death he received 
newspapers from the bell boy, and 
later left the hotel. 

After describing Chapin’s movements 
yesterday, Mr. McGee said the editor, 
on reading today an account of the 
murder, decided that, instead of com- 
mitting suicide “the only honorable 
thing to d6 was to surrender himself.” 
A request which he made tonight to 
attend his wife’s funeral tomorrow has 
been refused. 

Mr. McGee said that Chapin, a rela- 
tive of Russell Sage, had told him his 
life story, relating how he had found- 
ed a small paper in the west when 
he was a boy and had risen to be city 
editor of a New York daily.

NO BOXES OF BUTTER 
UNDER POUND IN 1313 


Change Is Made by Food Ad- 


ministration in Order to 
Prevent Waste of Paper. 


After January 1, 1919, it will be im- 
possible to purchase butter in boxes 
smaller than one pound, according to 
advice from the United States food 
administration of Georgia, Dr. Andrew 
M. Soule. This is done in order to 
prevent the waste of paper and car- 
tons and labor in wrapping the quar- 


ter and half-pound packages. Notice 
is given that all cartons and extra 
paper be used up and’ no more pro- 


| vided so that none will be left on hand 
January 1, 1919. 

This does not mean that the cus- 
tomer cannot buy butter in less than 
pound lots, for the retailer is re- 
quired to cut and sell any amount 
the customer asks for, but any amount 
less thana pound willnot be wrapped 
in especially prepared paper.

This 
purchase is made on behalf of the 
American, English, French and Italian 
governments. The crop will begin to 
be available in December and its di- 
vision between the allies will be di- 
rected by the United States food ad- 
ministrator. These arrangements, as 


last year, will put an end to all specu- 
‘jJation in sugar and assure an equitable 
distribution between all allies and our 
consumers. 

Calling upon the same patriotic spirit 


that saved thousands of bushels of 
wheat and immense quantities of meat, 
sugar and fat for export to our allies, 
the food administration is calling upon 
its organizations throughout the na- 


tion to stimulate the saving of fruit 
pits and nut shells from which will be 
made a high grade of carbon for use 
in gas attacks which will withstand 
the ravages of the German poison gas.

in large quantities to send in may 
communicate with Lieutenant W.

WILSON’S STAND. 

Washington, September 17.—Unquali- 
fied indorsement of President Wilson's 
rejection of Austria’s proposal for se- 
cret and non-binding pgace discussions 
was given in the senate today by Sena- 
tor Lodge, of Massachusetts, republican 
floor leader and ranking minority 
member of the foreign relations com- 
mittee. 

Senator Lodge said the president's 
prompt and curt refusal was right and 
wise and that he was sure it would 
receive universal approval. 

America’s position is becoming s0 
plain, the senator declared, that even 
the central powers soon will begin to 
understand it Germany, having 
brought unnumbered woes upon an in- 
nocent world, and appealed to the lust 
of conquest, he concluded, “she shall 
not now resort to talk and bargain for 
a decision. We mean to put her in 
physical bonds.” 

Senator Lodge said he believed the 
president’s action would put an end to 
loose and feeble talk helpful to Ger- 
many ‘about Austro-Hungarian peace 
offers. 

Senator Lodge spoke of the extent of 
German propaganda in this country 
and praised Secretary Baker for his 
recent order barring certain books, be- 
cause of their pro-German tendencies, 
from military camps. 

George Creel Under Fire. 

He referred to an anonymous book 
which was recently banned from mifi- 
tary camps, but which was alleged 
to have been indorsed by George Creel, 
chairman of the committee on public 
information. 

Senator Reed asked if Mr. Creel had 
ever revealed the author of the book 
or transmitted the author's name to the 
department’ of justice for investiga- 
tion, but the munority leader said he 
had not heard if it had been done or 
not, 

Senator Lodge charged that German 
propaganda bookKs are even being 
placed in military camps and he de- 
manded to know who is responsible. 

Praising President Wilson’s Balti- 
more speech, Senator Lodge compared 
it with what he termed “stuff written 
by Immigration Commissioner Howe, 
declaring it in flagrant violation to 
the president’s policy, although Mr. 
Howe holds an important position. 

“What I am trying to show,” Mr. 
Lodge continued, “is how far this Ger- 
man propaganda extends, how subtle it 
is. We find it even among officers of 
the government; we find it in the li- 
braries of our soldiers. We find it 
everywhere.” 

The German emperor has been the 
fountain head of much propaganda, 
Senator Lodge proceeded. :

Amsterdam, September 17.—Baron 
Burian, the Austro-Hungarian foreign 
minister, on September 14, according 
to a Vienna dispatch, sent a note to the 
apostolic nuncio at Vienna, Monsignor 
Di Bonzo, stating that his government 
had decided to propose a peace confer- 
Seg and urging the vatican to support 
t. 

The Austrian note to the vatican 
read as follows: 

“After four years of unheard-of 
struggle and gigantic sacrifices the 
battle which has been devastating Eu- 
rope has not been able to bring about 
a decision. Animated by a spirit of 
reconciliation which already has been 
expressed in its note of December 12, 
1916, the Austro-Hungarian govern- 
ment has decided to approach all bel- 
ligerent states and invite them to pave 
the way to a peace which’ will be hon- 
Orable for all parties by a confidential 
and unbinding exchange of thoughts. 

“Full of gratitude the Austro-Hun- 


garian government hereby remembers j. 


that touching appeal which his holiness, 
the pope, sent to all belligerents last 
year with the exhortation that they 
seek an understanding and live again 
in brotherly accord. Firmly convinced 
that the holy father today also longs 
that suffering mankind will soon again 
enjoy the*blessings of peace we confi- 
dently hope he will sympathize with 
our note and support it with his moral 
influence which is recognized all over 
the world. 

“Animated by this thought, I request 
your excellency to submit the enclosed 
text of the note to his holiness.” 


KNOWLEDGE OF NOTE 


DENIED BY GERMANY. 


Amsterdam, September 17.—The Ger- 
man government had no previous 
knowledge of the note Austria-Hungary 
recently digpatched inviting the bellig- 
erents to ga conference, it is declared 
in “authoritative German circles,” ac- 
cording to the Vienna newspapers. 

This statement is made, the news- 
papers state, as a result of inquiries in 
a competent corner. Germany, -. how- 
ever, is ready to support all steps cal- 
culated to aid in bringing about an 
honorable peace and the German gov- 
ernment will avail itself of all means 
that promise to bring peace nearer, it 
is declared. 

The statement printed by the Vienna 
newspapers, as giving the views of the 
“authoritative German circles” on the 
note, reads: 

“The German government had no pre- 
vious knowledge of the note. The note 
was issued solely from the Austro- 
Hungarian side and on the grounds 
explained at length. There was no 
question, therefore, regarding a previ- 
ous understanding, and it was a spon- 
taneous act by Austria-Hungary. 

“On the other hand, the natural con- 
fidential relationship between Austria- 
Hungary and Germany is in no wise 
assailed and the policy of the alliance 
in no wise affected. The noble mo- 
tives underlying the entire action meet 
with the warmest sympathy in German 
circles. 

“All steps will be supported calcu- 
lated to help bring about an honorable 
peace, as is shown by the speeches of 
German statesmen. The German gov- 
ernment, too, will leave no means un- 
tried calculated to bring peace. 

“The note will be examined closely 
and with greatest interest from this 
basic standpoint.”

“Y” RELIGIOUS SECTION 
DOES SPLENDID WORK 


Dr. William A. Lee Makes Re- 
port of Usual Program for 
Each Week. 


Sne of the bueleat departments of the 
Y. M. C. A. at Camp Gordon is that in 
charge of the religious work, of which 
Dr. William A Lee, of Atlanta, is di- 
rector. It is the policy of this depart- 
ment to work in closest co-operation 
with the twenty or more chaplains 
throughout the camp, as well as with 
the Jewish, Welfare Board and the 
Knights of Columbus. Among them all 
there accordingly exists a feeling-of 
genuine good-will toward one another, 
and mutual courtesies are matters of 
daily occurrence. The “Y” buildings 
are used regularly on Sunday mornings 
by the chaplains for their regimental 
services: they are frequently loaned to 
the Catholics for purposes of saying 
mass, and on the occasion of the recent 
Jewish New Year festivities the “Y” 
was privileged to assist these men by 
affording them a meeting place for 
their gatherings.

Bolshevik Regime Conduct- 
ing a Campaign of Whole- 
sale Murder — Thousands 
Shot Without Form of 
Trial. 


Washington, September 17.—Infor- 
mation reaching the state department 
today from a neutral country threw 
new light on the situation in central 
Russia, where a reign of terror con- 
ducted by the Bolsheviki has made the 
position of the populace tragic in the 
extreme and is endangering citizens of 
the entente powers who have been un- 
able to leave the country. 

Declaring that the outside world 
cannot have a true conception of the 
actual conditions, the dispatches said 
/that since May the Bolshevik extraor- 
dinary commission against the counter 
revolution has conducted a campaign 
of wholesale murder. Thousands of 
persons have been shot without even 
a form of trial, it was said, and many 
of them probably were innocent of the 
political views for which they were ex- 
ecuted. The assassination of Moses 
Uritszky, head of the commission 
against the counter revolution, and the 
attempt on the life of Premier Lenine 
were direct results of this condition of 
tyranny, said the advices. Besides the 
500 persons who were shot in connec- 
tion with the death of Uritszky, a large 
number of other persons are held for 
execution in the event that further at- 
tempts are made on the life of the Bol- 
sheviki leaders.

‘Leslie Sprague Tells 
Of Conditions to Come 
After the War Closes 


Leslie W. Sprague, of New York 
‘city, a representative of the. bureau of 
‘information of the national department 
lof labor, Tuesday afternoon addressed 
the recently appointed “business after 
the war” committee at a conference 
that was held in the committeé room 
of the chamber. He stated that so ‘far 
as he knew the Atlanta Chamber of 
Commerce was the first commercial or- 
ganization in the entire United States 
to appoint a committee to look after 
matters of this nature. He said in part: 

“There are fully 8,000,000 men now 
engaged in war work, and when peace 
is declared it will be no easy matter 
for these men to shift to other work, 
unless some preparation and financiar 
arrangement is made by far-seeing or- 
ganizations like the Atlanta Chamber 
of Commerce. It will take at least 
a year or more to bring all the fight- 
ing men from Europe after the war, 
and it is hoped by the time all arrive 
in America, they can be given steady 
employment.”

G. Cooper, secretary, should act as ex-~ 
officio members, studying the indus. 
trial situation and make a full report 
to the members. This committee is 
composed of J. K. Orr, chairman; C. B.

Negro Club Restrained 
From the Use of Name 
Or Insignia of Shrine 


In a decision handed down Tuesday 
by the supreme court, the order of 
the negro Shriners passes into‘the dis- 
card, and the organization is restrained 
for all time from calling itself Shriners 
or from identifying itself in any way 
with Shrine insignia or regalia. 

The present decision was the result 

the formation of an association of 
“colored Shriners” in Atlanta in 1914, 
immediately after the Shrine conven- 
tion held in Atlanta. On the petition of 
Forrest Adair and other Atlanta 
Shriners, in the name of the Yaarab 
temple, Judge H. L. Patterson, of the 
Blue Ridge circuit, granted a tempora- 
ry injunction against the new organi- 
zation. This order was appealed to the 
supreme court and there affirmed and 
the petition for permanent injunction 
was heard by a jury before Judge H. M, 
Reid, of the city court, sitting by con- 
sent in the Fulton superior court. 

This trial ended with a decision in 
favor of the Shrine, and when a motion 
for a new trial was denied, an appeal 
was again taken to the supreme court. 
As all the supreme court judges were 
disqualified to sit on the case by reason 
of being Shriners or intimately related 
to Shriners, Judge W. KE. Thomas, of 
Valdosta, ruled on the case. 


WICKERSHAM IS GIVEN 
BIG RAILROAD POSITION 


One of the best-known railroad men 
in the south, Charles A. Wickersham, 
has been elected by the directors of 
the Atlanta and West Point railroad 
and the Western Railway of Alabama, 
president of the corporate interests of

Mr. Wickersham was connected with 
the Atlanta and West Point road for 
18 years, and then general manager of 
the Georgia railroad up to the time of 
the federal control of the roads.

CARDINAL FARLEY GOES 
INTO GREAT UNKNOWN 


Continued From First Page. 


trouble left the cardinal in a weakened 
condition and last year he suffered an 
attack of diabetes. These afflictions, 
it was said, led to a general break- 
down last month, when pneumonia de- 
veloped. 

John Murphy Farley, archbishop of 
New York, was created and proclaimed 
a cardinal of the Roman Catholic 
church on November 27, 1911, at the 
time that the late Pope Pius X. named 
Archbishop O’Connell, of Boston, and 
Diomede Falconio, apostolic legate at 
Washington, also as members of the 
Sacred college. It was considered by 
the Catholic world as a great tribute 
t» the church in America to thus have 
its representation in the supreme hierar- 
chy increased by two new American car- 
diaals and by a third man who had 
been in America for so many years that 
he was imbued with American ideals. 
For more than a quarter of a century 
North America had been represented 
in the Sacred college by only one car- 
dinal, the venerable Cardinal Gibbons, 
of Baltimore. 

All of Cardinal Farley’s ecclesiastical] 
life, with the exception of his pilgrim- 
age to Rome, was spent in New York. 

Born in Ireland. 

He was born April 20, 1842, at. New- 
ton Hamilton, County Aramagh, Ire- 
land, the son of Philip and Catherine 
(Murphy) Farley. His father was an 
inrikeeper. Both parents d'ed when ‘he 
boy was only 7 years old, and he was 
lcft largely to make his own way. He 
succeeded in getting a fair education 
at St. Marcartan’s college in the neigh- 
borhood of Ris home, and he prove2 
to be not only a brilliant student, but 
a popular one for he was known as 
the comedian of his class and a peace. 
maker among his fellows. 

Through the auspices of an uncle, he 
came to New York and continued his 


education at St. John’s college, Ford- 
ham, and at St. Joseph’s seminary at 
Troy, N. Y. Four more years he spent 
at the American college in Rome, Italy, 
one wae ordained as a priest there, June 

° iV. 

Returning to this country, he spent 
the two years after his ordination as 
assistant rector of St. Peter’s, at New 
Brighton, Staten Island, in New York 
harbor. The vigor and ability he dis- 
played in this, his first work, attracted 
the attention of Cardinal Archbishop 
McCloskey and he engaged him as his 
secretary. The youn Father Far'ey 
held this post for twelve years, almost 
up to the time of the cardinal’s death. 

While serving under Cardinal Mc- 
Closkey, Father Farley was also rec- 
tor of St. Gabriel’s, a populous ana 
poor parish on the East Side of New 
York, where a priest’s life was one o1 
constant toil and not a little hardship 
In that parish he showed himself ca. 
peble 6f the greatest sacrifices for his 
people. He was a4 great friend of the 
poor, and it became a neighborhooa 
saying that no man ever went hungry 
if Father Farley knew it. . 

In 1884 Pope Leo XIII. appointed 
thim a private chamberlain, and his title 
then became monsignor. In 1891 - 
was appointed vicar general of the 
archdiocese of New York: in 1892 do- 
mestic prelate of Pope Leo: in 1895 
apostclic prothonotary, and in the same 
year auxiliary bishop under Archbishop 
Corrigan, of New York. In this capac- 
ty Bishop Farley took upon himselr 
a great burden of the work in the 
archdiocese. His influence and popu- 
larity increased steadily, and upon 
Archbishop Corrigan’s death, in 1902, 
the clergy and the bishops were practi- 
cally unanimous in asking for the ap- 
pointnm.ent of Bishop Farley as his suc- 
cessor. He was appointed, and from 
the first he proved himself a master 
in church government. 

He was a man of peace and gentle- 
ness, but his success in governing tha 
largest Roman Catholic diocese in 
America involved an executive firmness 
which was also his when n He 
had remarkable success in his choice 
of priests for the several hundred 
churches under his care, being keen

FIVE NEGRO SOLDIERS 
DIE ON THE GALLOWS 


For Taking Part in Houston 
Riot—Babe Collier, Atlanta. 
in the List. 


San Antonio, Texas, September 17.— 
Silently and with no sign of emotion, 
facing the east, where 200 miles dis- 
tant had been committed the crime for 
which they received the maximum mili- 
tary penalty, five negro soldiers of 
company I, Twenty-fourth United 
infantry, were executed by 
hanging at Fort Sam Houston at day- 
break this morning. 

The five men were: Privates Babe 
Collier, Atlanta, Ga.; Thomas McDon- 
ald, Florence, S. C.; Joseph Smith, An- 
napolis, Md.; James Robinson, Hart- 
ford, Conn.;’Albert D. Wright, Colum- 
bus, Ohio. 

The death sentences of the men for 
their participation in the rioting at 
Houston, Texas August 23, 1917, were 
passed following a court-martial held 
at Fort Sam Houston last October. 
Only a few days ago the sentences 
were affirmed by President Wilson, 
who also commuted the sentences of 
ten other negroes convicted at the 
same time. 

The execution this morning differ- 
ed only slightly in details from that 
of thirteen other negroes of the Twen- 
ty-fourth infantry at Fort Sam Hous- 
ton December 12, 1917, for participa- 
tion in the Houston riots. At that 
time the condemned negroes went to 
their death singing hymns. The negroes 
this morning were silent and showed 
no sign of emotion. 

Notified of their fate Monday morn- 
ing at 11 o’clock they spent the inter- 
vening time praying and in conference 
with Rev. Father Kane. 

They were awakened before day- 
break and taken to the place of execu- 
tion in army trucks. Officers of the 
southern department and a detachment 
of third infantry, acting as guards, 
were witnesses. Rev. Father Kane and 
Chaplain C. C. Bateman, United States 
army, were the only other witnesses. 

Following the execution the men 
were buried near the foot of the scaf- 
fold. As was the case in the executions 
last December, secrecy marked the 
preparations. The scaffold was erect- 


ed at night and was torn down imme- 
diately after the execution. The exe- 
cution was directly in charge of a non- 
commissioned officer. No announce- 
ment was made in advance except to 
the negroes themselves and a state- 
ment that the execution had taken 
place was not made until several hours 
after the men were dead. 

Within three hours after their com- 
rades’ death, ten other negroes whose 
sentences had been commutéd by Pres- 
ident Wilson, were on their way to pris- 
on at Fort Leavenworth, Kan. 

The negroes whose sentences were 
commuted by President Wilson were 
Corporals Robert Tillman, John Geter 
and James H. Mitchell, and Privates 
John H. Gould, Henry L. Chenault, Ed- 
ward Porter, Jr., Robert Smith and 
Ezekiah C. Turner, of company I; Cor- 
poral Quiller Walker, of company K, 
and Private Charlie Banks, company 
M, all of the 24th infantry, and all 
members of the “lower A guard” at 
Camp Logan the night of the riot. 

Shortly before daybreak this morn- 
ing the prisoners were conducted un- 
der heagy guard, and in trucks to the 
secret place of execution. They were 
permitted to have a few minutes with 
a chaplain and then were hanged. 

The five negroes executed were con- 
victed of killing E. M. Jones, a Houston 


last year. They were also convicted 
of mutiny and of marching on the city 
of Houston “to the injury of persons 
and property.” 

The ten whose. sentences were com- 
muted were charged with causing ethe 
death of Captain J. W. Mattes, second 
IllMtnois fleld artillery, while he was 
trying to halt the rioters; of causing 
the death of three civilians and of dis- 
obeying a command not to leave the 
—. The president announced it had 
not been shown they personally caus- 
ed the death of any individual.

SOLDIER SCOTTY 
DIED ON HIS GUN; 
30 HUNS WENT FIRST 


(From The Stars and Srtipes, the offi- 
cial publication of the American expe- 
ditionary Forces, published every Fri- 
day at Paris by and for the men of the 
American Expeditionary Forces.) 


Private First Class Albert E. Scott died 
last week on the field of honor. ' 

He was the youngest man in his regiment 
and his colonel thinks he was the youngest 
man in all the A. E. F. 

In the regiment they are talking these 
days of all the good pals they lost in the 
fierce, unforgettable chase they gave the 
Germans in the great retreat from the 
Marne. But most of all—a little oftener and 
a bit more fondly—they talk of Scotty. 

“He was a good kid,” they say, “and he 
died on ‘his gun.” 

“Scotty was only 15 and still going to high 
school back in Brookline when war came to 
America and he held up right his hand. 
Though he stood no mare than five feet six, 
though his fair hair was curly and very 
boyish, though his mother probably won- 
dered how even an overworked recruiting 
officer could ever have mistaken him for a 
grown-up, he was husky enough to pass 
for the 18 years he boldly claimed. 

In all his soldiering, Scotty never appear- 
ed on sick report, was never late at forma- 
tions, never hid from dirty details. 

The French officers who came to instruct 
in the use of the light, automatic machine 
gun which fires eighteen shots in a twin- 
Kling, found it was the youngster of the 
regiment who mastered it first and who, 
before many weeks had passed, became the 
best shot of them all. He was such a won- 


‘derful gunner that older soldiers were proud 
‘to be his feeders, because they know their 


gun would do the most damage with Scotty 
at the sights. 
Deadly Quiet and Cool. 

And cool. He was always a quiet one, 
but under shellfire he became deadly quiet 
and cool as a cucumber. They found that 
out back in April, when a shell struck the 
edge of his parapet, throwing the gun into 
the trench and burying it, the boy and his 
feeders in an avalanche of dirt. Scotty 
wriggled out, extricated his beloved sho-sho, 
took it in his arms, and with never a word 
to anyone, marched fifteen feet along. the 
trench, set the gun up again and went on 
firing. : 

But his great chance came when, on that 
historic 18th of July, his regiment got the 
order for which, through many a month of 
dreams, it had longed—the order to advance. 
It went eighteem kilometers without stop- 
ping, chasing the Boche up hill and down 
dale, fighting its way through patch after 
patch of inviting woods that wguld prove 
treacherous with hidden machine guns. 

Scotty would have told you that he be- 
longed to what the general proudly called 
his iron battalion, and that in that battalion, 
the men of his company—Company H—were 
known as the Indians.. They got that name 
from the wild warwhoops with which they 
went rip-roaring into battle—strange, unin- 
telligible savage cries that were echoes, per- 
haps, of the ones that sounded long ago 
around the huts and stockades of primitive 
America.

The vice chairman of that committee is 
Gordon Lee, of Georgia, who is equally as 
strongly opposed to price-fixing legislation 
as is Mr. Lever.

PARALYSIS FROM DIPHTHERIA. 

The poison of diphtheria, circulating ih 
the blood of the patient, is the dangerous 
feature of the disease, and not the damage 
in the throat, as a rule. Diphtheria most 
frequently involves the tonsila or the wails 
of the throat near the tonsils; only fin ex- 
ceptional cases does it involve the larynx or 
breathing passage and interfere with breath- 
ing. 

The poison of diphtheria is produced by 
the diphtheria bacillus. It is a toxin. It is 
measurable gubstance, not a theory. Meas- 
ured quantities of this poison are used for 
the purpose of immunizing a horse to diph- 
theria. When the horse is so tmmunized that 
he can withstand enormous doses of the 
poison, then his blood is drawn, and the 
clear fluid portion concentrated down to 
furnish the antitoxin with which we treat 
diphtheria. 

The antitoxin is the natural antidote to 
diphtheria toxin or poison. A measurable 
quantity of antitoxin will exactly neutralize 
& measurable quantity of diphtheria toxin in 
the patient’s blood. Therefore, if sufficient 
antitoxin is administered AT THE FIRST 
DOSE the diphtheria is absorbed, cut short, 
cured, Too much cannot be given at the first 
dose; a moderate dose of antitoxin for a 
baby or young child would be 30,000 or 40,000 
or 50,000 units. Too often an insufficient 
dose is administered at firat, and that means 
that further doses have to be given. Of 
course, the earlier the antitoxin is given the 
less is required to neutralize the poison in 
the blood; and the longer the first dose is 
delayed the more poison the germs produce 
before the remedy is given. 

Suppose 100,000 units of toxin have been 
Produced in the first eighteen hours of the 
illness, and that the doctor giveg only 60,000 
units of antitoxin. The child will be better, 
but not cured. The unneutralized 40,000 
units will still be doing damage to the heart 
or the nervous system. However, the child 
himself can manufacture a certain amount 
of antitoxin in his own blood. So gradually 
he is able to neutralize the remaining poison 
himself, and he recovers. But meanwhile the 
poison has seriously damaged the nervous 
System, and there follows paralysis, say, of 
an arm, or of some of the throat muscies, 
which paralysis remains for weeks or months, 
before complete recovery occurs. 

You can’t have too much antitoxin, and 
it can’t be administered too early. Even if 
your illmess proves to be something else 
than diphtheria, a dose of antitoxin can have 
done you no harm. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS.

I am an arrested case of tuberculosis, 
having been discharged from the - 
Sanitarium last June. I have done no work 
as yet, but I want to return to my home 
and resume my original work as librarian’'s 
assistant. Do you think this would be per- 
fectly safe for me now? (M. E. F.) 

ANSWER—Arrested means “held.” For 
the time being you have the enemy fought 
to a standstill. It is generally wise for one 
in your situation to make her home perma- 
nently in the place where she has recovered 
her health. Working in a library, where 
sunlight is more or less unwelcome, is not 
the ideal life for you to resume. However, 
the doctor who knows. your condition is the 
one to take the great responsibility of ad- 
vising you about such a move. 

Valvular Disease and Army Servicc. 

Is there any chance for a man of 28 
with a “systolic murmur” to serve with our 
fighting forces? I was rejected by a draft 
board because of this murmur, which I never 
knew I had. I have always been healthy 
and have led a very active life and taken 
good care of my habits. Ir4 like to get a 
smell of the real thing, but they say I'll 
probably have to shoulder a ben or help 
wind red tape for mine. (R. A P.) .

They not only “made good,” but more 
than that—they astonished both the enemy 
and their watching co-combatants by their 
daring, heroism and capabilities under fire;

In order to stimulate the production of 
wheat in the state of Georgia and the entire 
south, so that the south will not have to 
stand in the “bread line” of the northwest 
next year, Charles J. Haden, president of 
the Georgia Chamber of Commerce, who 4di- 
rected the intensive campaign of prepara- 
tion against the boll weevil in Georgia in 
1913, tn an interview yesterday made the 
following suggestions as to @ plan te carry 
out the planting of more wheat in Georgia: 

“If the ordinary, sheriff and county 
school commissioner of each county in Geor- 
gia, assigted by the demonstration agent,” 
he said, “would organize their county by 
neighborhoods and precincts into wheat 
clubs, the crop would be enormously in- 
creased. For example, if the. people of a 
village and the farms immediately sur- 
rounding would select one capable man to 
care for and operate a tractor, a grain drill, 
& reaper and a thresher, for all, the plant- 
ing in the fall to be under the direction of 
the farm demonstrator, every landowner 
and land-occupier could successfully grow 
one to five acres of wheat at an actual 
Profit.

One $50 Liberty Bond 
Will Pay Bill of War 
One-Tenth of a Second 


The cost of everything in the war 
from ea battleship to a hand grenade, 
as expressed in terms of Liberty bonds, 
has been worked out by the publicity 
committee of the sixth federal reserve 
district, which is preparing to launch 
a three-weeks’ campaign for the fourth 
loan. These costs are embodied in a 
booklet called “Bomba Bullets and 
Battleships,” which will be given a 
wide circulation, especially among the 
farmers. 

One $50 bond will buy a gas mask 
for a soldier, and perhaps save the life 
of the son of the man who bought the 
bond. It will buy 100 hand grenades, 
enough to blow up or capture a whole 
trench full of Fritzies, or it will pay 
the whole war bill for one-tenth of 
& second, 

One $100 bond will pay for three 
rifles and bayonets, of clothe a soldier 
or sailor. It will feed a company of 
infantry for a day. 

Two $100 bonds will buy 5,000 rifle 
cartridges, a horse or a mule, 

Five $100 bonds will provide steel 
helmets for a company of infantry or 
500 overseas caps: 

A $1,000 Liberty bond will buy 33 
rifles, or a 14-inch sheel, or a ton of 
oY . TT.” or an X-ray outfit for a 
hospital. 

Five $1,000 bonds will pay for a 
liberty motor truck or provide 100,000 
cartridges. Ten of them will pay for 
an armored motorcar, or a torpedo, 
or six ambulances. 

The cost of the second year of Amet- 
ica in the war will be twenty-four bil- 
lion dollars, which. means in round 
figures sixty-seven millions a day. 
The treasury department expects to 
raise a third of this through indirect 
taxation, but sixteen billions must be 
subscribed in bonds of the third and 
fourth loans.

McAdoo Says It’s. Patriotic 
| Duty of Those Essential to 
Operation of Roads. 


Washington, September 17.—All rail- 
way employees in the classes declared

-Adoo to claim deferred draft classifi- 
.cation as a patriotic duty and to fur-

In a new order to regional directors, 
Mr. McAdoo prescribed the policy to be

Shipping board officials are under- 
stood to take the view that the needs 
of the shipyards and the merchant 
marine are at present entitled to right- 
of-way over the needs of the army, as 
without continuation of the construc- 
tion program and without uninterrupt- 
ed operation of the existing vessels, 
even the army now abroad cannot be 
supplied. 

The views of the war department are 
believed to differ in some measure, 
though admitting that the construction 
and manning of merchant vessels is 
necessary to the operation of the army. 

Exemption to shipbuilders, as a 
class, it was said, is not desired, as such 
action probably would cause many men 
to evade draft by flocking to the ship- 
yards.
